Feb. 3.— A conference 
of the Democratic house leaders will 
be held early this week to determine 
w hat action, if any, shall be taken at 
this session on the W orks resolution, 
passed 
by the senate, proposing 
a 
constitutional am endm ent fixing the 
I >rm of the president at six years and 
making the chief executive ineligible 
to succeed h i m s e l f , 
It was said that many of the influ­ 
ential houe° leaders are opposed to 
the consideration of any business dur­ 
ing the remaining days of the session 
aside from the routine appropriation 
bills. 
The belief is quite general in 
the house that if the Works resolu­ 
tion comes for a vote it will be speed­ 
ily passed. 
It may be stated on authority, how­ 
ever, th a t the house leaders will take 
no action on the W orks resolution un­ 
til they have ascertained the views 
on the subject of President-elect W il­ 
son. 
W. J. Bryan also will be con­ 
sulted by the house m em bers who are 
recognized as spokesm en. 
The W orks resolution is regarded 
as som ew hat vague in one particular. 
C onstitutional law yers appear to be 
uncertain as to w hat effect it would 
have on P resident W ilson.

A daring attem pt wan made to rob 
lite Peoples & Drovers bank Sunday 
night by cutting a hole through the 
heavy brick wall which separates th** 
bank from the Palace Moving Picture 
abow, hut the fellows missed striking 
the vault, and the attem pt was aban­ 
doned, the would-be burglars being 
either frightened away or realising 
th a t they had blundered, had no more 
limo in which to continue their ne­ 
farious work 
The attem pt was discovered about 
eight o ’clock Monday morning, when 
EIsch to n g , who works at the Palace 
show, opened up the plat*- and found 
that unwelcome visitors 
had 
been 
there before, and had macle a vain a t­ 
tempt to m b the vault of the Peoples 
A Drovers bank by cutting a huge 
hole through I lie 14-lnch brick wall. 
The hole was large enough to ad­ 
mit the body of a man, and It was ap. 
parent th at the men sought to pene­ 
trate the vault of the bank, which is 
located against the 
wall 
adjoining 
the picture show, 
hut missed 
the 
vault fully 20 feet, the hole opening 
into a rear room of the bank, and 
nome four feet from the rear of the 
room, 
While the opening on the side 
from which the work was done was 
large enough to admit lite body of a 
large man, only a small 
hole 
had 
been made through Hie other side, 
The piano In the Palace had been 
moved from its place 
against 
the 
wall, and the opening 
made 
Imnte 
diately hack of where the piano had 
stood. 
A Quantity ot paper and part 
Of a drugget, together 
with 
some 
clothes in the place, had been used 


to drop the brick upon so there would 
be no noise. 
A bushel of the broken 
brick and m ortar lay upon the mass 
of material used to deaden the sound. 
No trace of a clew could be found, 
alo! it was evident that the tools used 
in removing the section of wall had 
been rendered nearly 
noiseless 
by 
muffling. 
Entrance had been gained 
to th© place by using a Jimmy on the 
rear door, and forcing the latch. The 
falling snow had covered 
up 
all 
tracks, so th a t when Chief McCoy 
visited the place about the only evi­ 
dence from which to work was the 
yaw ning wall where the brick had 
been removed. 
W hether the work was th at of pro­ 
fessionals or amateurs, has not been 
determined. 
The 
work, outside 
of 
missing the vault so far, had many 
marks of professional work, but the 
miscalculation aa to the location of 
the vault was very amateurish. 
Entrance m ight easily 
have 
been 
gained to the rear of th© bank by 
forcing a window, and it was evident 
lliat the would-be burglars* intention 
was to pierce tin* walls of the vault. 
However the strong box of the P. 
A I), bank Is deceptive, and if the 
fellows had succeeded In striking the 
vault they would have been forced to 
cut through a foot of cement, a heavy 
ated lining, and then would still have 
had the strong sale to contend with 
before the money could 
have 
been 
reached. 
Two or three strange men were no­ 
ticed in the city Sunday afternoon, 
and their presence was noticed and 
c o m m en t upon 
their

Had the burglar* succeeded in cut 
ting through both walls, 
the 
steel 
lining and cracking the safe, they 
would undoubtedly have been richly 
rewarded for tiieir n ig h ts work.

for 
the administrative reorganization and 
geographical 
readjustment 
of 
the 
United States army on a tactical ba­ 
sis were made public by Secretary of 
War Stimson. 
The 
orders 
become 
effective Feb. 15 
when the present 
scheme of organization will pass out 
of existence. 
Three arna* divisions and one cav­ 
alry division are created in the terri­ 
torial limits of the United States by 
the new orders. 
These divisions will 
be located in what will be known as 
the eastern, central, southern and 
western departments, with headquar­ 
ters at New York, Chicago, San An­ 
tonio and San Francisco. San Antonio 
being the headquarters of the cavalry 
divisions. 
Major General Thomas IL Barry 
will 
command the eastern depart* 
ment; Maor General William H, Car­ 
ter, the central department; Brigadier 
General Tasker Ii. Bliss, the southern 
department, and Major General Ar­ 
thur Muray, the western department. 
In addition to tne departments with­ 
in the territorial limits of the United 
States, there is also created the Phil­ 
ippine and th-' Hawaiian departments, 
Troops in the other departments, the 
canal zone and Porto Rico. will here­ 
after be under the eastern depart 
ment, while the troops in Alaska will 
be under the western department.
